DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 

patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mills et al. 
(TJ.S. 4,676,914). 
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As shown in his figures 1 and 2, Mills teaches all the limitations of the aforementioned claims 
including a fiher C, a pump 12, drain conduit 28 and valve D. The switches (40, 42) of the valve 
are shown in figure 2 and the operation thereof is found in col. 5, lines 39-63. 


3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 


The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 


4. Claims 2 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mills 
in view of Nogaki (U.S. 4,310,144).

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These claims add the limitation of a handle included with the valve and one of the contacts on 
the handle. Nogaki teaches a handle 365 for a valve, wherein an end of the handle would 
necessarily form one of the contacts. It is considered that it would have been obvious to one 
ordinarily skilled in the art at the time of the invention to have the handle/contact of Nogaki in 
the valve of Mills, since Nogaki teaches the benefit of manual operation of the flow directing 
means.
